It* 
past victim*, white and black, forgot 
ten- Just below It, where, in 1801 
there stood one lone cabin, '-there la 
today a thrifty village.' In a cense the 
victims have been forgotten; yet they 
•nrrlve in the true storie* of men of 
them aa the preserved records can 
made to disclose. 


•The story of the Harpes i* more 


than that of mere criminal*. They 
were arch-criminals among criminals, 
apparently loving murder for it* own 
sake. There wa» a time when the 
whole of Kentucky and Tennessee waa 
terrorized at the possibility of their 
appearance at any hour In any local- 
ity.
